• What  kind  of  experience  does  the  contractor  have  working  in  mine  remediation  in  the  high  country  of  Colorado? 


• Were  any  local  experts  consulted  on  the  project  and/or  working  on  the  job  site? 


• I understand  that  the  EPA  began  work  on  the  Gold  King  project  last  fall.  Can  you  please  describe  the  extent  of  the  work 
that  was  done  at  that  time?  Is  the  following  statement  from  the  San  Juan  Corp  attorney  correct  from  EPA’s  standpoint? 


“The  U.S.  Environmental  Protection  Agency,  operating  under  an  access  agreement  obtained  from  the  owner  of  the  Gold 
King  Mine,  had  begun  an  investigation  regarding  the  source  of  contaminated  water  at  the  Gold  King  Mine  last  year.  Upon 
suspending  work  last  year,  the  USEPA  backfilled  the  portal  to  the  mine.  On  August  5th,  2015,  while  the  USEPA  was 
removing  the  backfill  from  the  portal  to  the  Gold  King  Mine  to  continue  its  investigation  this  year,  the  plug  blew  out 
releasing  contaminated  water  behind  the  backfill  into  the  Animas  River.” 


And  I would  add  to  my  original  questions  the  following: 
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• Can  you  verify  whether  Steve  Way,  the  EPA  site  coordinator  who  has  been  working  on  the  Red  & Bonita/Gold  King 
remediation  project  since  its  inception,  was  on  vacation  when  the  accident  occurred?
